DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-50 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons 
for allowance: As noted in the latest Response (from Applicant), at pages 2-1 1 , all 
claims recite item handling stations and transmission of messages and item preparation 
station and indication of readability of symbols. What is meant by "item"? What is 
meant by "handling"? These terms are to be interpreted literally. Thus, an "item 
handling" is a physical manipulation of a physical package. This is noted in the 
specification (such as at pages 1-9). In the context of these and other limitations of the 
claims, the particular software as claimed were not taught or suggested; the prior art did 
not teach or suggest the particular features of the claims.
